Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I wish  to  present  this  Annual  Report  for  1958  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  22/58, 
and  ask  for  its  acceptance. 

The  task  of  writing  this  section  fell  to  my  lot 
consequent  upon  the  tragic  death  of  Dr.  Walmsley  on  5'th  February, 
1959»  Walmsley  had  been  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 

nineteen  years  (on  War  Service  194--1946) . I am  sure  you  would  not 
consider  this  Report  complete  without  a reference  to  his  quiet, 
unassimiing  and  devoted  service  towards  maintaining  the  high 
standard  of  public  health  which  has  been  the  case  in  Parnborough 
dxiring  those  years. 

Prom  my  study  of  the  various  statistical  returns  and 
reports  and  by  various  enquiries,  I consider  that  the  work  of  the 
Health  Department  has  been  maintained  most  efficiently  throughout 
the  year  under  review.  The  year  was  one  of  steady,  unspectacular 
routine  work  and  no  major  public  health  problems  had  to  be  faced, 
although  the  machinery  and  staff  necessary  to  deal  with  such  an 
eventuality  has  to  be  maintained  ready  to  go  into  action  at  a 
moment's  notice. 

As  far  as  the  commoner  infectious  diseases  are 
concerned,  the  year  was  one  of  low  incidence  as  regards  Measles: 
this  disease  conforms  to  its  generally  accepted  epidemic  cycle 
of  high  incidence  every  second  year  and  a study  of  the  return 
in  Section  P will  show  how  consistently  this  biennial  increase 
occurs.  The  disease  is  almost  invariably  mild  in  its 
manifestations  and  very  seldom  is  hospital  admission  sought, 
as  would  be  the  case  if  the  disease  was  severe  or  if  any 
complications  developed.  Measles  in  a healthy  child  is  some- 
times considered  more  of  a discomfort  rather  than  a disease 
and  many  people  are  reverting  to  the  old-fashioned  idea  that 
it  is  not  a bad  thing  for  children  to  have  it  when  they  are  young 
and  in  good  health,  as  one  attack  almost  invariably  confers  life- 
long immunity. 

A fxorther  study  of  Section  P shows  that  II8  cases  of 
Whooping  Co\jgh  were  recorded.  This  is  on  the  high  side  and 
does  stress  the  necessity  for  advising  parents  not  to  forget 
that  an  excellent  vaccine  is  available  which  gives  a good 
measure  of  protection  and  the  first  injection  of  this  should 
be  made  at  the  third  month.  Three  doses  are  required  at 
monthly  intervals.  Whooping  Cough  is  one  of  the  most 
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dangerous  diseases  affecting  children  under  two  years  of  age 
and  this  vaccine  is  well  worthwhile. 

No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  recorded  dToring  the  year. 
Nevertheless  the  anti^polio  vaccination  campaign  was  gathering 
momentum  towards  the  end  of  1958  and  the  results  for  1959  will 
more  than  justify  this  statement.  The  absence  of  polio  cases 
in  1958  probably  contributed  to  the  apathy  with  which  the 
general  public  met  the  offer  of  free  vaccination  for  the 
selected  age  groups.  Intensive  publicity  will  be  required  if 
this  state  of  affairs  continues,  to  maintain  a high  vaccinal 
state  in  the  young  people  of  the  town. 

The  nine  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  referred  to  in  Section 
F were  due  to  an  infection  probably  imported  from  outside  the 
town  and  special  measxires  are  being  taken  to  prevent  a 
recurrence . 

Mild  Dysentery  was  beginning  to  be  identified  towards 
the  end  of  the  year,  particialarly  amongst  school  children  and 
family  cross-infection  is  the  method  of  spread.  This  disease 
has  a nuisance  value  and  a special  directive  was  sent  to  all 
General  Practitioners  embodying  the  measures  recommended  in 
the  excellent  pamphlet  prepared  under  the  aegis  of  medical 
officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  In  order  not  to  interfere 
too  much  with  the  social  or  economic  life  of  the  town,  and 
indeed  school  attendance,  a relaxation  of  the  rigid 
bacteriological  control  accepted  as  necessary  in  past  years 
is  being  tried  out,  so  far  with  no  ill  effects. 

The  remainder  of  the  Report  is  largely  statistical,  with 
lists  of  various  clinics.  These  are,  of  course,  intended  for 
reference  pvirposes  and  for  the  record  in  after  years. 

It  would  be,  I am  sure,  Mr.  Chairman,  the  wish  of  the 
late  Dr.  Walmsley  that  I sho\ild  thank  the  members  of  the 
Council  and  in  particular  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  interest  and  support  in  their  joint  endeavours 
during  the  year.

The  number  of  new  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  seven, 
in  addition  to  which  thirteen  cases  were  transferred  into  the  district 
These  cases  numbered  fifteen  males  and  five  females.  Twenty  cases 
were  removed  from  the  register  and  the  total  number  remaining  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  one-h\jndred  and  seventy-eight.  This  figure 
comprised  one-hundred  and  fifty-two  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
(ninety-five  male  and  fifty-seven  female),  and  twenty-six  cases  of 
Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (ten  male  and  sixteen  female) . 

A chest  clinic  is  held  at  Aldershot  and  details  of  this 
are  given  in  the  section  dealing  with  the  provision  of  Health  Services

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  1958?  and  my  nineteenth  as  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  sad  death  of  our  late  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

Dro  Walmsley,  in  February  1959?  brought  to  an  end  a working 
partnership  which  commenced  in  1940®  He  is  very  much  missed 
in  the  Department o 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  Urban  District  continued  at 
full  pressure.  This  included  factory  and  shop  development,  as 
well  as  houses,  a satisfactory  feature,  which  will  help  to  create 
a self-contained  communityo  Along  with  this  new  development 
there  has  been  a steady  improvement  of  existing  housing  accommodation 

Progress  was  made  with  our  Unfit  Housing  Programme, 
and  although  over  twenty  houses  were  added  to  it,  we  are  up-to- 
date. 


There  was  a large  increase  in  animals  killed  in 
oiir  slaughterhouses  and  considerably  more  time  had  to  be  spent 
on  meat  inspection  work.  Seventy  tons  of  meat  was  found  to  be 
\anfit  for  himian  consumption. 

We  were  able  to  maintain  regular  collections  in  the 
Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Service.  The  disposal  of  salvage 
followed  the  line  I predicted  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  Industry 
became  more  discriminating  in  its  requirements,  whilst  the 
recession  in  the  Steel  Industry  brought  the  disposal  of  iron 
scrap  to  a stand-still.  Nevertheless,  we  were  still  able  to 
exceed  our  estimated  income,  and  also  keep  within  our  estimated 
expenditure. 

Once  again  I express  my  appreciation  for  the  interest 
and  support  I have  received  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Cotmcil, 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  for  the 
help  given  to  me  by  my  fellow  officers.  The  staff  and  work 
people  in  the  Department  continue  to  give  loyal  and  efficient 
service,  and  I thank  them  all.

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SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
I.  WATER  SUPPLY 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  water  supply 
arrangements  for  the  district,  which  continued  to  he 
satisfactory,  and  close  liason  was  maintained  between 
the  Officers  of  the  Company  and  the  Public  Health 
Department  o 

Regular  samples  were  submitted  for  hardness 
testso  These  were  satisfactory,  and  complied  with  the 
statutory  standard  of  12  grains  per  gallon,  except  for  a 
period  in  September  and  October  when  the  softening  process 
had  to  be  suspended  for  approximately  three  weeks  whilst 
work  was  carried  out  on  the  softening  plant o 

Two  houses  supplied  by  water  from  a shallow  well 
were  demolished®  There  remains  only  one  house  in  the 
Urban  District  relying  on  well  water,  and  this  is  situated 
in  the  middle  of  the  built  up  area  of  the  South  Ward® 

At  one  time,  most  of  the  houses  in  the  district 
had  theif  own  private  wells,  usually  situated  near  to  the 
rear  entrance®  These  wells  varied  in  depth,  and  most  were 
deep  enough  to  be  dangerous®  Many  have  now  been  filled  in, 
but  others  have  been  covered  over  and  forgotten® 

Instances  have  occ:3rred  where  the  coverings  of 
long  forgotten  wells  have  not  been  sufficiently  substantial 
and  they  have  collapsed® 

2®  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE® 

The  two  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district. 

South  Parnborovigh  and  Cove,  continued  in  use,  but  the  first 
stage  of  the  construction  work  for  the  expansion  of  the  Cove 
Works  prepared  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  was  commenced 
and  the  final  stage  is  in  course  of  preparation,  with  a 
view  to  the  expansion  being  a continuous  operation® 

The  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  is  awaited  for  the  construction  of  a sewer  in 
Pemhiil  Road,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  work  will  be  carried 
out  during  1959»  will  enable  forty-three  cesspools  and 
septic  tanks,  and  twelve  pail  closets  to  be  replaced  by 
modern  drainage  and  sanitation® 

We  hope  that  the  provision  of  main  drainage  for 
the  whole  of  that  part  of  Hawley  added  to  the  Urban  District 
some  years  ago  will  not  be  long  delayed®  Even  with  the  free 
cesspool  emptying  service  which  is  operated  by  the  Coimcil, 
the  natural  water  level  in  much  of  the  groxuid  is  so  high, 
that  septic  tanks  will  not  fiinction,  and  any  defective 
cesspools  scon  become  filled  with  ground  water  and  create 
insanitary  conditions  by  overflowing  into  ditches  ® 

During  the  year  a dairy  farm  was  taken  over  and 
used  for  pig  keeping  on  a large  scale®  This  gave  rise  to 
a serious  nuisance®  Considerable  quantities  of  drainage 
VBiB  produced,  quite  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  cesspool, 
which  was  the  only  means  of  disposal.  Drainage  overflowed 
and  discharged  into  ditches  and  thence  into  the  Cove  Brook® 
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Consideration  was  given  to  making  a connection  to  the  Cotincil  sewer, 
hut  this  was  a long  distance  away  and  pumping  of  the  drainage 
was  involved.  At  the  end  of  the  year  negotiations  were  still 
proceeding. 


Six  cesspools  were  abolished  in  conjunction 
with  houses  demolished  in  the  Unfit  Housing  Programme.  Three 
houses  in  the  programme  without  any  means  of  satisfactory 
drainage  were  demolished,  whilst  two  houses  in  Chapel  Lane, 

Hawley  and  one  in  Cove  were  connected  to  the  Council’ s sewer. 

New  house  construction  in  the  unsewered  area 
added  two  new  cesspools.  These  were  constructed  in  the  front 
gardens  of  the  houses,  so  that  when  the  main  sewer  is  available, 
the  cost  of  connecting  will  be  kept  to  a minimum. 

The  supervision  of  drainage  work  to  new  buildings 
is  carried  out  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor' s Department  and 
drainage  involving  all  new  and  re^construction  work  to  existing 
buildings  by  your  Public  Health  Department,  New  drains 
constructed  are  subjected  to  water  or  smoke  tests  before  they 
are  approved,  A considerable  amount  of  this  work  was  carried 
out,  improvements  and  additions  involving  the  provision  of 
bathrooms,  additional  water  closets,  and  better  kitchen 
arrangements  being  extensive. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  properties 
which  are  not  connected  to  the  main  sewerage  system  and  the  type 
of  sanitary  accommodation  provided?”

3«  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  effluent  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the  South 
Ward  discharges  into  the  River  Blackwater,  which  is  a tributary 
of  the  River  Thames,  whilst  that  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the 
West  Ward  discharges  into  the  Cove  Brook,  which  is  a tributary 
of  the  River  Blackwater®  These  streams  are  under  the  control 
of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  for  the  prevention  of  pollution, 

A case  of  pollution  of  the  Cove  Brook  is 
mentioned  in  the  section  on  drainage  and  sewerage. 
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The  many  ditches  forming  water  courses  are  a 
regular  source  of  difficulty.  These  usually  convey  road 
surface  water,  as  well  as  water  from  private  premises,  and 
cross  private  lands o Blockage  by  natural  or  other  means 
results  in  flooding  of  properties  higher  up  the  water 
course o We  endeavovir  to  deal  with  these  cases  by 
negotiation  with  the  parties  involved# 

4.  SMITARY  ACCOMMOBATIOITc 


The  details  included  in  the  drainage  and 
sewerage  section  of  my  report  show  the  number  and  types 
of  sanitary  accommodation,  other  than  fresh  water  closets, 
in  use  at  premises  which  are  not  connected  to  the  Council's 
sewerso  Pail  or  chemical  closets  in  use  at  moveable  dwellings 
are  not  included  in  this  table# 

With  a few  exceptions,  the  pail  closets  are  in 
the  xinsewered  part  of  the  West  Ward  and  they  cannot  be  replaced 
by  fresh  water  closets  until  main  sewerage  is  available. 

Seven  pail  closets  were  abolished  with  the  demolition  of 
\mfit  houses,  two  were  replaced  by  water  closets  with  the 
connection  of  the  houses  to  the  sewerage  system,  and  one 
was  replaced  by  a water  closet  discharging  into  a cesspool. 

5o  PUBLIC  COITVMIMCESc 

The  unsatisfactory  public  conveniences  at  the  Town 
Hall,  were  replaced  by  excellent  new  conveniences  for  women 
and  men.  The  Council  also  decided  to  build  new  conveniences 
in  conjunction  with  the  new  shopping  centre  in  the  North  Ward 
and  when  these  are  provided  the  temporary  buildings  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Clockhouse  routndabout  will  be  moved.  In  my 
opinion,  we  need  public  conveniences  along  the  Farnborough 
Road,  between  the  Station  and  the  Royal  Aircraft  Establishment, 
if  a suitable  site  can  be  obtained. 

6.  NEW  BUILDING  CONSTRUCTION. 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  refers  to  me  for  comment, 
deposited  plans  which  affect  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  namely,  factories,  shops,  food  premises  and 
alterations  to  houses  and  buildings.  This  liason  is  very 
important  and  helpful  to  all  concerned  as  it  enables  matters 
to  be  dealt  with  in  the  planning  stage  which  are  not 
necessarily  contraventions  of  the  Building  Bylaws,  but  do  not 
comply  with  Public  Health  legislation  and  can  resiilt  in 
difficult  and  costly  alterations  if  not  dealt  with  at  the 
planning  stage. 

7.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE. 

General 


The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  responsible  to 
the  Health  Committee  for  the  administration  of  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse,  and  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  salvage. 
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No  material  changes  were  made  in  our  system  of 
collection  and  disposal  during  the  year  and  the  following  collection 
services  were  maintained;- 

(a)  Dustbin  refuse  collected  once  per  week^ 

(h)  General  salvage  collected  once  per  weeko 

(c)  Kitchen  Waste  collected  twice  per  weeko 

Refuse  Collectiono 

Dustbins  are  carried  out  to  the  vehicles  and 
returned  to  the  premises  by  the  Council’s  workmen. 

We  managed  with  the  same  establishment  of  vehicles 
and  men,  but  the  rapid  development  of  the  district  has 
necessitated  regular  overtime  working,  and  we  shall  soon  need 
to  increase  our  collection  teams. 


Refuse  Disposal. 

Controlled  Tipping  and  Land  Reclamation. 

All  refuse  fx"om  the  Urban  District,  including  refuse 
from  military  premises  within  the  Urban  District  and  some 
military  refuse  from  outside,  is  dealt  with  at  the  controlled 
tip  situated  on  War  Department  land  at  Pinehurst,  a convenient 
site  situated  nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  district. 


At  this  site,  low  lying  gi'ound  is  being  reclaimed, 
although  its  eventual  use  has  not  yet  been  decided.  This  site 
of  some  nine  acres  will  soon  be  completed  and  additional  land 
will  be  required  either  adjacent  to  the  present  site  or  in 
another  part  of  the  district. 

In  previous  years  I have  commented  on  the  fact  that 
we  were  fortunate  in  having  land  available  which  could  be 
improved  by  tipping,  but  the  demand  for  land  in  the  district 
has  become  so  great  that  I am  now  having  to  change  this  opinion. 
Land  formerly  scheduled  as  future  tipping  sites,  although  low 
lying,  has  been  developed  for  industrial  use.  Another 
development  is  the  finding  of  gravel  in  low  lying  and  waterlogged 
land  which  coxild  have  been  used  as  tipping  sites. 

The  International  Drott  Tracked  Shovel,  ptirchased  in 
1957  continued  to  give  good  service  and  has  proved  a valuable 
acquisition. 

The  amount  of  refuse  broioght  to  the  tip  was  8,078 
consignments  or  loads  with  an  estimated  tonnage  of  13,363. 


o 


A total  of  1,106  tons  of  salvage  materials  was  collected 
and  sold  for  the  sum  of  £7,756,  110  tons  and  £825  below  the  previous 
year.  This  was  equivalent  to  approximately  2.8  cwts,  and  an 
income  of  19/8d  per  house  per  annum. 


I think  this  very  satisfactory  in  view  of  the 
recession  in  the  Iron  and  Steel  Industry _which  affected  the 
disposal  of  ferrous  scrap  and  more  than  accounted  for  the 
decrease. 


Since  the  start  of  the  salvage  organization  in  1940, 
17,616  tons  of  materials  have  been  sold  for  the  sum  of  £94,775* 


The  Salvage  Stewards  Scheme  continued,  hut  it 
has  not  heen  extended  to  the  newly  developed  parts  of  the 
area.  This  organization, started  during  the  war,  was  never 
intended  to  he  permanent,  and  colleagues  and  other 
authorities  have  always  expressed  amazement  that  it  has  heen 
kept  going  for  so  long.  Great  credit  is  due  to  those  house- 
holders who  have  acted  as  stewards  for  all  this  time.  We 
shall  however,  have  to  face  up  to  the  fact  that  the  scheme 
will  eventually  have  to  he  discontinued  as  it  is  under- 
standable that  difficulty  is  experienced  in  replacing 
Stewards  who  resign  or  leave  the  district.  The 
alternative  is  to  change  over  to  a combined  collection, 
such  as  we  are  carrying  out  in  the  new  areas. 

The  collection  and  sale  of  salvage  is 
summarised  in  Table  II , 

Waste  Paper, 

This  material  was  still  the  subject  of  a quota 
fixed  by  the  Mills  on  the  amovint  that  we  could  despatch, 
but  the  res\ilt  for  the  year  was  satisfactory,  both  tonnage 
and  income  being  slightly  above  the  figures  for  1957* 

Metal  Salvage. 

The  severe  slump  in  the  Iron  and  Steel  Industry 
had  its  repercussions  on  the  sale  of  salvaged  metals,  and 
there  was  no  market  for  baled  tins  and  light  iron,  althoxigh 
the  heavier  grades  ooixld  still  be  sold.  This  resiilted 
in  a reduction  in  the  tonnage  disposed  of,  which  fell  from 
228  in  1957  to  77  tons  in  1958,  and  a reduction  in  income 
from  £1,568  to  £411 o 

Kitchen  Waste  Collection  Service. 

The  collection  arrangements  for  this  material 
were  twice  weekly  over  most  of  the  district,  and  weekly 
in  the  new  estates. 

We  continued  to  take  all  the  material  to  the 
concentrator  plant  of  Messrs.  National  By-Products,  and 
the  amount  collected  was  381  tons,  a little  less  than  the 
previous  year.  This  drop  in  tonnage  occurred  when  the 
education  authorities  decided  to  dispose  of  waste  food 
from  schools  to  a private  collector. 

During  the  year  the  price  paid  to  us  was 
increased,  with  the  result  that  despite  a small  fall  in 
tonnage,  the  income  rose  by  nearly  £200. 

3,447  household  containers  are  on  issue  to 
householders  and  68  bins  are  in  use  at  shops,  cafes  and 
similar  premises. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  purchase  any  kitchen 
waste  containers  during  the  year,  as  we  had  in  stock  the 
balance  of  the  1,500  obtained  from  the  City  of  Portsmouth 
in  the  previous  year. 

This  service  is  one  where  a great  deal  rests  upon 
personal  contact  between  the  work  people  responsible  for 
collection,  and  householders  who  avail  themselves  of  the 
service, It  is  a difficult  service  to  operate  and  supervise 
satisfactorily. 
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Total  Weight  to  31o3o59<>  I796I6  tons.  Total  Income  to  31.3,59.  £94,775. 
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A decision  will  soon  have  to  he  taken  on  its  futvire 
as  the  vehicle  which  is  used  solely  for  the  collection 
of  kitchen  waste  and  which  has  given  good  service  for 
nearly  nine  years  has  now  reached  the  state  when  it  will 
have  to  he  replaced  if  the  service  is  to  he  continued. 

Employees. 

The  establishment  of  the  Public  Cleansing  and 
Salvage  Department  consisted  of  twenty-nine  work  people, 
comprising  Foreman,  Assistant  Foreman,  one  Driver-Mechanic, 
seven  Drivers  and  nineteen  men  and  youths. 

It  is  difficvilt  to  keep  a full  establishment, 
and  there  was  again  a considerable  turnover  in  the  labour 
force.  I suppose  this  is  inevitable  in  an  area  where 
new  industries  are  offering  more  congenial  employment 
with  a five  day  week. 

Bonus  schemes  are  operated  for  the  salvage  of 
materials  at  the  controlled  tip  and  for  the  baling  of  paper 
when  done  outside  the  normal  working  hours. 

Sickness. 


There  was  a small  decrease  in  the  loss  of  time 
caused  by  sickness  during  1958 > two“h\mdred  and  ninety-three 
days  compared  with  three-hundred  and  twenty-nine  days  in 

1957. 

Provision  of  Dustbins. 


The  Department  stocks  and  sells  dustbins  of 
British  Standard  Specification,  these  being  sold  at  cost 
price  in  order  to  encourage  the  use  of  this  type  of  bin, 
and  one-hundred  and  two  were  sold  during  the  year. 

Two-hundred  and  thirty-seven  informal  and 
five  statutory  notices  requiring . the  provision  of  dust- 
bins were  served  and  two-hundred  and  fifteen  complied  with. 

Trade  Refuse. 


Where  there  is  living  accommodation  in  connection 
with  trade  premises,  one  bin  is  emptied  without  charge  and 
no  charge  is  made  for  the  collection  of  saleable  salvage. 

All  other  trade  refuse  is  charged  at  the  rate  of  6/6d 

per  bin  per  quarter.  Sixty-six  traders  are  paying  for  the 

collection  of  trade  refuse  which  produced  an  income  of  £287. 

Plant  and  Equipment . 

We  have  in  use  two  electrically  operated 
paper  baling  presses,  two  tin  baling  presses,  a paper 
seating  screen  and  an  elevator  to  load  bales  onto  lorries. 
Very  little  trouble  was  experienced  with  the  plant, 
considering  its  age. 

Vehicles. 


No  new  vehicles  were  introduced  dioring  the  year. 

The  two  diesel  powered  vehicles  continue  to  prove  very 
satisfactory  and  to  show  a very  considerable  saving  compared 
with  their  petrol  engined  equivalents.  The  Drott  Tracked 
Shovel  used  at  the  tip  is  also  diesel  powered. 
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Details  of  vehicles  in  operation  were  as

Each  vehicle  is  brought  in  for  regular  cleaning 
and  maintenance.  The  driver  is  responsible  for  his 
own  vehicle,  repair  work  being  carried  out  by  the 
Departmental  Mechanic. 

Garage  and  Workshop. 


No  further  steps  were  taken  during  the  year 
to  erect  the  additional  garages  at  Cove  Works,  which 
the  Department  requires  to  satisfactorily  house  its 
present  fleet. 

The  Cost  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Service. 

The  Public  Cleansing  and  Costing  Return,  req\iired 
by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  has  been 
completed  by  your  Treasvirer  and  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  forwarded  for  the  financial  year  ended  31st 
March,  1959>  a-^d  is  s'ummarised  in  Table  III. 

This  service,  which  includes  the  emptying  of 
dustbins  and  kitchen  waste  bins,  collecting  and  disposing 
of  salvage,  costs  Parnborough  little  more  than  three 
half-pence  per  head  of  the  population  per  week.

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8.  ENVIROMENTAL  HYGIENE 
INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

Appendix  A on  page  36  gives  the  number  of 
inspections  carried  out  during  the  year.  Regtilar  inspection 
of  the  area  is  maintained. 

Pour^hundred  and  thirty-nine  complaints  were 
received.  All  were  investigated  and  action  taken  as 
required. 

9.  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

There  are  no  particiilar  developments  to  report 
Tinder  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

The  factory  chimneys  were  kept  under  observation, 
and  a number  of  complaints  arising  from  industrial  smoke, 
were  or  are  being  dealt  with  by  negotiation.  The  burning 
in  the  open  air  of  refuse  from  a joinery  factory  caused 
much  trouble,  and  the  biiming  during  the  night  of  drums 
containing  synthetic  bitumen  at  the  Pamborough  Drum 
Laundry,  continued  on  a reduced  scale. 

The  height  of  a new  factory  chimney  to  an  oil 
burning  installation  was  considered  by  the  Health  Committee 
under  Section  10  of  the  Clean  Air  Act.  The  Chimney  was 
increased  in  height  following  representation. 

A Bylaw  is  in  force  requiring  that  any 
installation  in  new  buildings  of  appliances  for  heating 
or  cooking  shall  be  designed  to  bum  smokeless  fuels. 

This  is  also  a condition  when  making  improvement  grants. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Clean 
Air  Society. 

10.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  is  a small  open  air  swimming  pool  and  a 
paddling  pool  in  the  district  owned  and  managed  by  the 
Council. 


The  swimming  pool  is  provided  with  an  up  to 
date  filtration  and  chlorination  plant,  and  the  water 
examined  bacteriologically  at  intervals  during  the  season. 

The  paddling  pool  is  emptied  and  refilled 
frequently  and  is  chlorinated  by  hand  dosing. 

There  is  also  a bathing  pool  at  a private 
school  in  the  area. 

11.  RODENT  AND  INSECT  CONTROL. 


One  man  is  employed  for  rodent  control  work, 
and  he  also  carries  out  insect  pest  control  work  in 
conjunction  with  other  members  of  the  Department. 


(a)  Rodent  Destruction

The  Coxancil' s properties,  including  the  sewage  works, 
salvage  works  and  refuse  tips,  were  kept  under  regular  supervision 
and  control. 


No  charges  are  made  for  work  carried  out  at  private 
dwellingbouses o In  the  case  of  business  premises,  a charge  is 
made  based  on  the  actual  cost  of  the  work. 


By  arrangement  with  the  proprietors  of  many  of  the 
business  premises,  treatment  for  the  eradication  of  rodents  and 
other  pests  is  carried  out  at  their  premises,  covering  periods 
of  three,  six  or  twelve  months. 

Rechargeable  rodent  and  other  pest  control  work  produced 
an  income  of  £171® 

The  Council  continued  membership  of  the  North  East 
Hampshire  Rodent  Control  Committee,  which  comprises  seven  local 
authorities  in  North  East  Hampshire.  The  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood,  the  Aldershot  Military  district 
and  the  Hampshire  Agricultural  Executive  also  send  representatives. 
The  meetings  of  the  Committee  were  held  quarterly  in  different 
districts. 


No  formal  action  was  taken  under  the  Act. 

(ii)  Rodent  Treatment  of  the  Sewers. 

During  the  year  a 10^  test  of  all  the  sewers  in  the 
Urban  District  was  carried  out.  Apart  from  a limited  infestation 
in  Cove,  infestation  was  confined  to  the  old  section  in  South 
Parnborough.  Treatment  with  Warfarin  poison  was  effective. 

(b)  Insect  Pests. 

Calls  for  this  service  continued  to  be  heavy,  and 
the  type  of  pest  was  as  varied  as  ever.  Assistance  is  given  by 
the  department  wherever  possible,  although  the  destruction  of 
many  of  these  pests  is  not  the  statutory  responsibility  of  the 
local  authority,  but  a service  made  available  to  the  public  to 
fill  a need. 


In  addition  to  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice, 
three-hundred  and  fifty-three  visits  were  made  to  deal  with  the

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Supplies  of  insecticide  may  be  purchased  from 
the  Department  to  enable  householders  to  carry  out  work 
themselves  when  they  are  able  to  do  so. 

Aa  far  as  possible,  ponds,  ditches  and  water- 
coiirses  in  the  area  are  kept  \mder  observation  in  connection 
with  mosquito  control. 

(i)  Wasps. 

Wasps  were  very  troublesome  during  the  year 
and  fifty-four  nests  were  destroyed  at  the  request  of 
householders.  Most  nests  were  in  the  roof  spaces  and  other 
places  with  poor  access.  Householders  are  reluctant 
to  do  this  destruction  work  themselves,  especially  if  the 
nest  is  difficult  to  reach.  A charge  is  made  for  the  service. 

(ii)  Bedbugs. 

It  was  only  necessary  to  deal  with  one  property 
for  bedbug  infestation.  The  reduction  in  infestation  by 
this  objectionable  pest  is  perhaps  one  of  the  best  examples 
of  the  effects  of  modern  insecticides.  It  is  in  striking 
contrast  with  the  increase  in  some  insect  pests  such  as 
timber  boring  beetles. 

Spraying  with  liquid  insecticide,  incorporating 
D.D.T.  or  Benzene  Hexachloride  was  effective. 

(iii)  Earwig  Infestation 
Coimoil  Housing  Estates. 

Earwig  infestation  again  occurred  on  the  Co\incil’s 
Housing  Estates,  but  was  more  limited  in  extent  and  appears 
to  be  now  under  control.  Occupiers  of  houses  affected,  are 
issued  with  insecticide  from  the  department. 

(iv)  Babbits. 

An  infestation  of  rabbits  in  the  North  Ward,  which 
included  the  Coimcil's  Cemetery,  was  dealt  with  satisfactorily. 
The  treatment  appeared  to  be  effective,  as  no  complaints 
were  received  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year, 

(v)  House  Flies. 

During  the  year  a very  heavy  infestation  of  flies  was 
foiand  in  a clock  tower.  Following  treatment,  a bucket  full 
of  dead  flies  was  removed.  A follow  up  treatment  later  in 
the  year  resulted  in  further  large  quantities  of  casualties. 

These  seem  to  be  very  popular  places  for  flies  to 
congregate,  as  this  is  the  third  case  we  have  experienced 
and  the  heaviest  infestation  of  the  three. 

(vi)  Timber  Boring  Beetles. 

No  cases  of  infestation  by  the  House  Longhorn  Beetle 
were  discovered  or  reported.  Roof  timbers  of  all  new 
properties  are  still  treated  with  insecticide  as  required 
by  the  special  Building  Bylaw  which  is  operative  in  the 
district. 

Unfortunately  the  common  furniture  beetle  continued 
to  be  very  prevalent.  Assistance  is  given  by  the  department 
to  try  to  keep  this  pest  xmder  control. 
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12.  DISINFECTION  WORK. 


Eight  properties  totalling  seventeen  rooms  were  visited 
for  the  disinfection  or  disinfestation  of  rooms.  Material  which 
requires  steam  disinfection  is  treated  at  the  Northfield  Hospital, 
Aldershot,  under  arrangements  made  with  the  Parnham  Hospital 
Management  Committee.  Four  consignments  were  dealt  with  in  this 
way. 


13o  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 


The  demand  for  caravan  sites  continued  and  the  site 
for  seventy-eight  in  Hawley  Lane  was  fully  occupied.  This  site 
is  well  operated  and  provided  with  all  necessary  amenities.  The 
roads  on  the  site  were  not  completed  because  of  adjacent  main 
road  improvement  So 

Licences  to  station  caravans  on  individual  sites  are 
only  granted  in  exceptional  circumstances.

These  are  exempt 
from  the  licencing  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  provided 
the  caravans  are  used  in  the  course  of  travelling  for  the 
purpose  of  their  business.  These  sites  were  kept  lander  observation. 

14.  INDUSTRIAL  HYGIENE. 

(a)  Factories. 


There  are  one^hundred  and  five  factories  on  the 
register  and  details  of  inspections  and  action  taken  tinder 
the  Factories  Act  are  given  in  Appendices  B and  C. 

The  new  factory  of  the  Solartron  group,  makers 
of  electronic  equipment,  commenced  operations.  If  the 
factory  is  completed  as  planned,  it  will  be  the  greatest 
source  of  employment  in  Farnborough  next  to  the  Royal 
Aircraft  Establishment . It  is  a modern  factory  with 
excellent  amenities  and  a considerable  asset  to  the  district. 

Extensions  and  improvements  were  carried  out  to 
existing  factories,  ranging  from  limited  improvements  to  major 
extensions. 

Certificates  of  Means  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Fire 
were  issued  for  four  factories.  Plans  were  prepared  in 
each  case  to  form  part  of  the  Certificate.

The  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act  relating  to  hours

Considerable  progress  was  made  with  the  erection 
of  new  shops  to  serve  the  growing  population,  but  none  had 
been  completed  in  the  new  shopping  centre  by  the  end  of  the 
year, 

15,  PET  AHIMALS, 

Three  shops  are  licenced  for  the  sale  of  pet 
animals.  These  were  kept  under  supervision  and  were 
maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

16,  SOCIETY  OF  BRITISH  AIRCRAFT  CONSTRUCTORS. 

FLYIHG  DISPLAY  AND  EXHIBITION,  1958. 

We  again  carried  out  the  supervision  of  the 
catering  and  public  health  arrangements  during  the  display 
of  the  Society  of  British  Aircraft  Constructors.  Your 
inspectors  carried  out  daily  supervision  of  the  food 
preparing  establishments,  refuse  collection  and  removal, 
and  sanitary  arrangements  on  the  airfield. 

The  supervision  of  catering  is  the  most  difficult 
task  and  the  biggest  worry,  as  it  was  not  possible  to  carry 
out  effective  supervision  with  the  normal  staff  of  the 
department.  The  Council  have  instructed  that  we  endeavour 
to  obtain  assistance  for  the  1959  display.  High  class 
catering  on  a large  scale  is  carried  out  with  temporary 
facilities  by  many  different  caterers  and  to  do  this  it 
is  necessary  for  them  to  recruit  considerable  numbers  of 
people  who  are  not  normally  engaged  in  the  food  industry. 

It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  some  cases  of  food 
illness  did  occxir,  but  as  these  were  at  the  end  of  the 
display  investigation  into  the  cause  was  difficxilt  and 
inconclusive . 
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The  Society  of  British  Aircraft  Constructors  do  their 
best  to  meet  with  our  requirements  with  respect  to  public  health 
and  sanitation,  and  the  department  gives  full  co-operation.  Each 
year  sees  additional  improvements  effected,  and  in  1958  the 
Society  provided  main  drainage  to  the  principal  areas.  This 
resulted  in  improved  sanitation  with  more  effective  drainage. 

SECTION  D. 

HOUSING 


Provision  of  new  hotases. 


New  house  building  continued  unabated,  two-h\andred 
and  seventy-seven  being  completed  during  the  year,  mainly  by 
private  enterprise.  The  demand  for  housing  accommodation 
appears  to  be  as  great  as  ever,  and  the  Council  had  a waiting 
list  of  five-hundred  and  twenty-eight  applications  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  compared  with  four-hxandred  and  ninety-three  at  the 
end  of  1957 • 

The  demand  for  houses  in  Parnboroi;igh  is  bound  to  be 
great.  We  have  an  expanding  population  and  a district 
developing  with  new  industry,  shops  and  business,  all  requiring 
employees.  In  addition  to  this  Parnborough  is  a congenial 
district,  readily  accessible  to  London,  even  though  we  do  get 
aerial  dist\irbances.  Much  competitive  house  building  is  in 
progress,  and  the  potential  house  owner  has  a reasonable  choice.

Inspection  and  the  Repair  of  Houses 

and  the  Rent  Act,  1957* 

It  is  difficult  to  say  with  certainty,  what  has  been 
the  effect  of  the  Act  in  the  district.  Undoubtedly,  considerably 
more  repair  work  has  been  carried  out,  most  of  it  without 
reference  to  the  department.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  tenants  purchasing  the  houses  they  occupy  and  when  this 
takes  place,  they  invariably  repair  and  improve  the  property  as 
soon  as  possible. 

The  Act  enables  tenants  to  apply  for  Certificates  of 
Disrepair,  and  particulars  of  applications  received  and  action 
taken  was  as  follows :-

Unfit  Housing  Programme. 


Satisfactory  progress  was  made  and  we  are 
ahead  of  the  programme  as  originally  laid  down. 


The  number  of  houses  provisionally  included 
in  the  programme  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  was  seventy  and  it  was 
decided  that  these  could  be  dealt  with  in  four  years. 

We  are  thus  commencing  the  last  year  of  the  programme. 

It  was  recognised  that  this  figiire  of  seventy  was  not 
a final  one  and  that  houses  would  be  added  if  found  to  be 
in  such  a condition  that  they  shovild  be  included.  This 
has  taken  place  and  our  estimated  figure  is  now  one- 
hundredo  On  the  other  hand,  many  of  the  houses  in  the 
programme  have  not  been  demolished,  some  have,  or  are 
expected  to  be,  reconditioned,  and  it  has  not  been 
necessary  to  provide  new  housing  accommodation  for  the 
tenants  of  many  of  the  houses.

Overcrowding. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  no 
cases  of  overcrowding  on  the  register.  Two  were  added 
and  were  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Sixteen 
persons  were  concerned  in  these  cases. 

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

The  duties  of  the  department  under  this  heading 
include  the  inspection  for  evidence  of  disease  and  fitness 
for  human  consumption  of  all  the  animals  killed  at  the 
slaughterhouses,  the  examination  as  may  be  necessary  of 
all  other  foods  sold  in  the  district,  and  the  supervision 
of  food  premises  and  food  vehicles  to  ensure  that  food  is 
stored,  prepared  and  sold  under  clean  and  hygienic 
conditions.  In  conjunction  with  this  inspection  work, 
samples  of  food  and  milk  and  food  utensils  are  regularly 
taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  work  is  described  under  its  different 

headings. 

(a)  The  Milk  Supply. 

There  are  twenty-nine  distributors  of  milk  on 
the  register,  and  one  dairy.  Supervision  of  the  premises 
and  milk  supply  was  maintained. 

All  milk  sold  in  the  Parnborough  district  is 
designated,  being  either  Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised 
or  Sterilised. 

The  one  dairy  in  which  milk  is  pasteurised 
operates  the  Holder  process.  Regular  satisfactory 
Phosphatase  tests  showed  that  the  plant  was  efficient. 

Trouble  continued  to  be  experienced  with  the 
milk  bottles  at  this  dairy.  Seventy-four  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination,  of  which  twenty-two  did 
not  reach  the  recommended  standard.  A considerable  amount 
of  time  was  spent  to  try  to  locate  the  trouble,  and  the 
res\ilts  obtained  improved  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  following  are  details  of  the  number  and  type 
of  licences  issued  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk) 
and  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  and  dairies

Milk  Sampling.

Ice-cream. 

We  have  seventy-seven  premises  registered  for  the 
sale,  and  one  for  the  maniifacture  of  ice-cream.  In  addition,  ice- 
cream is  sold  at  sixteen  other  premises  not  requiring  registration. 

One-hundred  and  three  visits  were  made  for  inspection 
and  sampling.  Our  one  ice-cream  manufacturer  operates  a cold  mix 
method,  and  he  obtained  new  and  improved  premises  during  the  year, 
which  were  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition. 
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The  reslilts  on  samples  of  the  ice-cream  showed 
considerable  improvement.

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Slaughterhouses . 


There  are  two  sla\aghterhouses  in  use,  one 
situated  in  Peabody  Road  and  the  other  at  Oak  Farm, 
Prospect  Road. 

Both  slaughterhouses  were  quite  well 
maintained,  but  as  the  larger  slaughterhouse  is  situated 
in  a built  up  area,  it  is  a source  of  complaint. 


Meat  Inspection. 

A regular  system  of  meat  inspection  is  carried 
out  in  accordance  with  recommendations  laid  down  in 
Memo  3 (Meat).  Six-hiondred  and  twenty  visits  were  made 
by  the  Inspectors  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection. 
Eight-thousand,  five-hTindred  and  forty-four  animals 
were  killed  and  inspected.  100^  meat  inspection  was 
maintained. 

The  nmber  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected 
increased  by  2^Qffo„  Although  there  was  an  increase  in  all 
types,  the  greatest  increase  was  in  the  number  of  cows 
killed  in  our  larger  slaxoghterhouse,  which  caters  mainly 
for  the  manufactured  meat  products  industry. 

This  increase  in  nimbers  together  with  the 
higher  proportion  of  cow  meat  with  its  greater  incidence 
of  disease,  required  much  more  time  having  to  be  devoted 
to  meat  inspection.  The  amount  of  meat  condemned  increased 
by  338^.

Incidence  of  Tuhercnlosis. 


Two-thousand,  nine-hvindred  and  nineteen  cows  were 
killed  during  the  year  and  it  was  satisfactory  that  not- 
withstanding the  poor  quality  of  many  of  them,  the  incidence 
of  Tuberculosis  again  declined  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
animals  killed.  The  Attested  Herd  Scheme  is  having  the 
desired  effect,  the  percentage  of  cows  affected  was 
9.83^  as  compared  with  21.8^  in  1957o  This  is  the  lowest 
incidence  recorded  in  Parnborough, 

Cystioercus  Bovis. 

All  cattle  are  inspected  for  the  presence  of  this 
parasite,  and  Table  VII  gives  details  of  its  incidence  in  the 
Parnborough  Slaughterhouses  Carcases  so  affected  have  either 
to  be  condemned,  or  subjected  to  refrigeration  for  a period  ^ 
of  not  less  than  two  weeks  at  a temperature  not  exceeding  14  P^ 
or  not  less  than  three  weeks  at  a temperature  not  exceeding  20  P.

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The  Disposal  of  Condemned  Foode 

Meat  found  to  be  diseased  is  mutilated  and  treated 
with  a dye  by  the  Inspector. 

Some  of  the  cows  killed  were  in  a very  poor 
condition  resulting  from  age  or  degeneration  of  the  liver 
function  through  the  action  of  flukes  and  cirrhosis.  These 
carcases  could  not  be  classified  as  emaciated  nor  excessively 
oedematousj  and  in  agreement  with  the  slaughterhouse  owner, 
were  released  for  animal  food. 

Each  item  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  or  used 
for  animal  food  is  entered  on  a Certificate  of  Surrender 
which  is  signed  by  the  owner  of  the  slaughterhouse. 

In  the  case  of  diseased  meat  the  Contractor 
certifies  he  will  dispose  of  the  meat  for  manufacture  into 
fertilisers. 


Other  Poods. 


The  following  quantities  of  other  foods  were 
condemned  following  inspection  at  food  shops  and  food  preparing 
premises. 


235  tins  Meat,  Fish,  Fruit,  Jam,  2 Cereal  Products.

(c)  Food  Hygiene  and  the  Food 
leiSirul.ations,  1955 « 


Seven-hundred  and  thirtj^'-five  visits  were  made  to 
food  premises,  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations. 


Prevention  of  food  illness  is  very  largely  in  the 
hands  of  the  foodhandlers,  and  without  their  co-operation  and 
awareness  of  the  dangers  of  unclean  practices,  we  shall  not 
succeed.  We  do  what  we  can  by  inspection  and  discussion  when 
visiting  food  premises,  because  organized  instruction  in  the 
form  of  lectures  and  classes  is  so  difficult  to  operate. 


Even  in  our  most  modern  shops,  attention  had  to  be 
drawn  to  the  unsatisfactory  practice  of  piercing  cooked  foods, 
even  when  provided  with  protective  wi*apping,  by  spiked  labels. 
The  spikes  of  these  labels  are  only  too  often  unclean  with  stale 
and  sometimes  mouldy  food  adhering  to  them. 


The  Pood  Hygiene  Guild,  although  it  remained  in  being, 
was  not  active  during  the  year. 


Complaints  continued  to  be  received  from  members  of 
the  public,  regarding  foreign  bodies  found  in  food  and  the 
condition  of  food  purchased. 


The  following  are  examples. 

(1)  Glass  in  a tin  of  baked  beans. 

(2)  Sliver  of  glass  in  an  ice-cream  cake. 

(3)  Two  instances  of  mould  in  cakes. 

(4)  Nematodes  in  fish  fillets. 

(5)  Blown  tins  of  coffee. 
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All  the  cases  were  fully  investigated.  No  legal 
proceedings  were  taken,  hut  the  firms  concerned  were  warned 
hy  the  Council « 

The  blown  tins  of  coffee  caused  some  concern  to 
the  purchasers , hut  coffee  is  one  of  the  products  where  the 
blowing  may  he  the  result  of  harmless  chemical  action,  as 
was  the  case,  and  not  of  bacterial  contamination. 

We  welcome  reports  of  such  cases  hy  the  public 
in  order  that  they  can  he  investigated,  and  the  appropriate 
action  taken.

Adulteration  of  Pood. 


The  County  Council  is  the  responsible  authority 
for  administering  the  provisions  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955 > relating  to  the  adulteration  of  food  and  drugs. 

The  Chief  Inspector,  Mr.  J.  S.  Preston,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  report  and  figures  relating  to  work 
on  food  adulteration  carried  out  by  the  County  Council  in 
the  Pamborough  Urban  District  during  the  year  ending 
31st  March,  1959 S” 

"1.  Diiring  the  year  ended  the  31st  March,  seventy-nine  .samples 

were  procured  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 » within  the 
area  of  the  Pamborough  Urban  District  Council. 

2 . Milk  Samples. 

The  total  number  includes  sixty-one  milk  samples, 
of  which  twenty-four  were  of  the  Channel  Islands  variety. 

All  the  samples  were  satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of 
three,  which  consisted  of  Channel  Islands  milk,  deficient 
of  fat.  The  particulars  are  as  follows:- 
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The  first  of  the  samples  was  taken  from  a hottle  of 
Channel  Islands  milk,  purchased  from  a retail  delivery  van  belonging 
to  a dairyman o 

On  the  following  day,  three  further  samples  were  taken 
at  the  dairy,  from  bottles  which  were  stated  to  have  been  filled 
at  the  beginning,  diiring,  and  at  the  end  of  the  pasteurising 
and  bottling  process.  The  results  indicated  that  at  least 
part  of  the  fat  deficiencies  might  have  been  due  to  in- 
sufficient mixing  of  the  bulk  milk,  before  it  was  run  into 
the  pasteurising  plant.  Even  so,  however,  the  average  of 
the  three  samples  taken  on  this  occasion  was  below  the 
required  minimum  of  four  per  cent  of  fat,  whereas  another 
sample,  from  the  whole  of  the  Channel  Islands  milk,  which 
was  procured  on  the  following  day,  showed  a fat  content  well 
above  four  per  cent , 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the 
dairy  proprietor,  in  respect  of  the  three  unsatisfactory 
samples,  and  these  resulted  in  him  being  ordered  to  pay  a total 
of  £20o  7s.  6d.  including  £14.  7so  bd,  costs, 

3o  Miscellaneous  Samples, 

Eighteen  samples  of  the  various  articles  other  than 
milk  were  obtained  and  were  reported  to  be  genuine. 

4.  General , 


With  regard  to  articles  other  than  milk,  so  many  of 
these  are  now  pre-packed  that,  in  general,  it  is  not  necessary 
for  the  sampling  of  such  products  to  be  duplicated  in  the 
various  Districts  of  the  County,  where  satisfactory  conditions 
of  storage  obtain.  For  this  reason,  the  number  of  miscellaneous 
samples  obtained  in  the  area  was,  on  this  occasion,  relatively 
small  but  many  of  the  pre-packed  articles  sold  were  subjected 
to  check  in  other  Districts, 

During  visits  to  traders  attention  was  given  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Labelling  of  Pood  Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicines  Act,  in  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  marking  of 
ingredients  and  other  particulars  which  are  required  to  be 
fvirnished  with  certain  foods  and  medicines,’*
